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The following discussions of the judgments are presented as an unofficial opinion by a member of the 
Jury especially delegated for this purpose. Although the Committee on Education hopes that these informal 
discussions will prove of value to the students, they cannot be interpreted as the collective opinion of the Jury. 


CLASS “A” III PROJET 
““,’ UNIVERSITY CLUB” 


The problem set before the competitors is for a Club House building involving many features and 
services. It is a difficult problem and, owing to the strict necessity of determining upon the fundamental 
solution within the short period given for the sketch, too difficult. The Juries considered this point but 
agreed that their judgments should not take the difficulty into account. 

The plans which received medals were, in general, the ones that recognized the fact that the park 
outlook was much more desirable than that overlooking the narrow street. This led to a plan somewhat out 
of symmetry as regards the party wall and with the service on the corner of the narrow street against the 
party wall. The important rooms overlooked the main boulevard and the park and in some cases the corner 
of the boulevard and park was modified from the adjoining corner to indicate its greater importance. 
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Plans with the elevators near the party wall were in general more successful although certain plans 
including six medal drawings used a more central location and managed not to be too wasteful. Those plans 
which had a large central area given up to an important use without adequate outlook were usually unsuc- 
cessful. 

No bedroom plan was required but the juries were impressed by the probability that the floors given 
over to this use would work out either in an awkward or wasteful manner. In general the successful plans 
were, as always, those which were open and simple and which told the story so that the plot could be 
discovered at the first reading. 

As to the elevators it is well understood that little time was left for careful study but an opinion may 
be expressed for general consideration. Those students who are following the last and perhaps most extreme 
departure from older methods in illustrating their plans are possibly missing an opportunity. It is quite 
possible that their office work is or will be tending more and more in the direction of complete freedom 
from older accepted standards but the difficulty that I see for them is that if they make no study in terms 
of these standards, they may miss the advantage to be derived from criticism. This criticism may be had in 
school work if their presentation is expressed in a more familiar language. When the elevation is expressed 
in a new and not fully tried language the critic may be somewhat at a loss to catch the meaning of the 
short cut. It is not unlike the use of slang which is an extremely effective medium when delivered by one 
who has a knowledge of the fully developed English phrase. In the case of one whose medium of expression 
is only slang it is hard to be sure that he has a knowledge of the equivalent in good English. It is well 
understood that some slang words are finally accepted but it is difficult to anticipate which ones will survive. 

I am suggesting that until we understand better than we do today the new road along which we are 
travelling it will be wiser if the student is encouraged to work along better understood lines. Composition 
is the one thing that is common to all manners and methods of building and he will not be losing or wasting 
time if he learns something about this through the medium of a more familiar rather than less familiar 
form of presentation. This does not suggest a complete return to the columnar form of architecture but 
it does suggest that if the students will choose a form that has been tested by at least a few years’ trial his 
presentation may be compared to the best of a given type. He may be fairly advised that he is not yet 
sufficiently advanced to experiment with originality. Some of the elevations presented did little more than 
set out a disposition of openings confined within the limits of the silhouette of the elevation. If this is well 
done it is an achievement of a high order but, far from being an easy solution, it is the most difficult and 
is the result of long study. When it is done hurriedly the student learns nothing and his critics cannot help 
him. It would be a pity if, by following this suggestion, the student felt that his initiative was being dis- 
couraged. No one would wish this to happen but the practice of architecture today requires the study of 
untried problems to such an extent that initiative and originality are going to be quite sufficiently exercised.

THE WARREN PRIZE 
“A RECREATION CENTER” 


In analyzing the program which the jury found to be a most excellent one, it was felt that first con- 
sideration should be given to a proper relation of building to grounds. It was conceded that the building 
might be on either of the four frontages, but in any case, the free space available for playground should be 
as large as possible and unhampered by elaborate landscaping in connection with the swimming pool, which, 
it was felt, should be close to the main building both for supervision and joint use of dressing room facilities. 

Next in importance was the consideration of direct circulation past the control office, where a maximum 
of supervision could be obtained with a minimum of effort. The complete separation of ‘the swimming pool 
from this supervision in the scheme placed third, together with the rather questionable scheme of land- 
scaping down the center of the play area, was felt to be the only fault in an otherwise beautifully 
studied design. 

Emphasis next fell on the proper entrance to the auditorium and gymnasium. The scheme placed fourth, 
being similar in many respects to the prize winner, was thought to have a poor entrance to the auditorium 
and the one placed second was felt to have avoided this difficulty at a cost of undue elongation of the main 
circulation. The scheme placed fifth had much merit in its scheme of supervision and direct entrance to the 
auditorium, but it lacked the study necessary to make so unsymmetrical a scheme successful—the front 
and rear elevations not being articulated one to the other. 

The prize was unanimously awarded to the design of Mr. Scheick, as, one successfully relating the parts 
one to another in magnitude and position, well balanced and carefully considered in its playground ar- 
rangement and distribution of the children of different ages. The lack of close supervision of the swimming 
pool by the control office was thought to be outbalanced by the opening up of the plan which this off

CLASS “B” III PROJET 
“’ TENNIS COURT BUILDING” 


As this was the third Class ““B” problem of the year it, no doubt, was thought desirable to present 
a more complex problem of arrangement, thus introducing the student to an informal type of plan, and the 
elevational study of the resulting masses. Those entering Class ‘“‘A”’ from this problem will find it an easier 
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grade, having had this exercise. The Jury appreciated the fact that this problem was somewhat more 
dificult and therefore marked accordingly. 

The plan presented problems of arrangement. Primarily the building was for the game of tennis but 
other games were included. In analysis, the plan resolved itself into a proper arrangement of the three 
elements, namely: tennis, squash and pool in their proper scale and relation one to the other and the ease 
of access to the lockers and toilet facilities. The tennis court was the main feature; the lounge well placed 
for a good view of the game; the lockers and showers so arranged to give easy connection to the tennis 
court, pool and squash court and the tap or refreshment room convenient to the lounge with the caretaker 
near the tap room for service. 

The Jury felt that in many instances the minor elements were given too grand a scale in the plan thus 
unbalancing its relation to a tennis building. They recognized all possible arrangements and did not penalize 
minor impractical points which could, with further study, have been easily obviated. In the facade the Jury 
allowed the widest latitude regarding character and expression. 

In the five “First Mention Placed” drawings the student may see five different types of plans with 
all elements well placed and fairly well proportioned. They are easily read, thus obviating the necessity of 
looking for the labels or lettering. The elevations are very different in character and yet all seem to be

To that end, the Trustees have determined that commencing with the registration in the fall of the 
current year 1931, the registration fee in the Department of Architecture shall be $15.00; in the Department 
of Sculpture $5.00 in addition to the Class fee; and in the Department of Mural Painting $3.00—each 
registration fee to be exclusive of subscription to the Bulletin.

with regret and that necessity alone has compelled the action.

Judgment of February 24, 1931 
DEPARTMENT OF ARCHITECTURE 
CLASS “A” III PROJET 
“a UNIVERSITY CLUB” 

A University Club proposes to erect a clubhouse in 
a large city. The plot of ground is 100 feet square 
and faces an important street. One of the adjacent 
sides is bounded by a minor street, the other by a park; 
the side opposite the important street by a party line. 

The club has a resident membership of about 2,000 
and in order to increase their revenue, it has been de- 
cided to reserve as much as possible of the first floor and 
basement for the use of a restricted class of tenants. 
There are no restrictions as to the exterior form of the 
building, except that it shall not exceed 225 feet from 
the pavement to the top of the main parapet. The 
management has not specified the physical relations of 
the various departments of the club in any way, except, 
that it is thought desirable to have the athletic and bath 
departments near the bedrooms, and some lounging 
space within easy access of the dining-rooms. 

It will be necessary to provide for the following fa- 
cilities ; 

In General 

1. Entrance lobbies, coat and parcel room, cigar 
counter, control, and visitors’ waiting-room. 

2. Library of 15,000 volumes, with magazine stor- 
age and a small work-room, librarian’s office, a meet- 
ing-room to seat 400, a Board room to accommodate 
thirty, and three smaller committee rooms. 

3. Lounges; writing, billiard and card rooms. 

Residential 

4. Fifty bedrooms and baths, some of which may 
be in suites. 

Athletics and Baths 
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5. A small gymnasium, three squash racquet courts 
each 18’ 6” by 32’ 6” with the necessary lockers, 
showers, dressing rooms; barber shop; and profession- 
al’s room. 

6. A complete turkish bath establishment with 
steam, massage, and rest rooms and other necessary ser- 
vices. 

7. A swimming pool, approximately 20 feet by 50 
feet. 

Dining Facilities 

8. A grill room to accommodate 200, including an 
oyster bar and kitchen service on this level. 

9. A main dining-room to accommodate 150, and 
a banquet room to accommodate 300; the latter room 
shall be so arranged as to be divisible into three rooms 
with convenient access to each. 

Circulation 

10. Adequate elevator’ service, including passenger, 
freight and employees’ service; ample stairs between 
important floors, including at least two stairways full 
height of the building. 

Club Services 

11. Service entrance and lobby, receiving clerk, 
storeroom, steward’s offices, telephone operator, quar- 
ters for male and female help, also their dressing- and 
locker-rooms. 

12. Adequate kitchen, pantry and storage facilities.

THE WARREN PRIZE 
PROGRAM 
“\ RECREATION CENTER” 


In recent years the departmental organizations of 
cities of the first class have come to include Bureaus of 
Recreation. ‘Through these bureaus, Recreation Cen- 
ters are established and maintained at various locations 
within the city limits. The property available in each 
instance determines the character of the development 
possible, and these centers vary in size from those com- 
prising small playgrounds without buildings, to those 
having large grounds with groups of buildings. For 
the purposes of this program, the development of one 
of the larger centers will be assumed. 

Site: The property obtained for this purpose has a 
frontage of 280 feet on a main thoroughfare and ex- 
tends 450 feet in depth between two minor streets to a 
third minor street in the rear. It is desired that the 
composition in the disposition of its elements conserve 
as much space as possible for outdoor playgrounds. 

Buitpincs: For purposes of divisional appropria- 
tions the city prefers to divide these into three connect- 
ing units, so that they may be erected separately. When 
completed, however, they will operate as one building. 

(A) General Administration and Club Building. 

All public entrance to and exits from the three 

units and the grounds will occur through this 

building, in order to insure proper supervision. 

The main floor will contain approximately 

3,000 square feet area and will include: 

1) An entrance lobby of approximately 750 
square feet. 

2). Two coatrooms. 

) Office, approximately 200 square feet, lo- 
cated to supervise all entrances and to over- 
look the playgrounds. 

4) Four game rooms 
square feet each. 

5) Spacious stairway to second floor club- 
rooms. 

6) Stairs to basement and to grounds (which 
may be in links connecting with units (B) 
zoel (KE) ))e 

The second floor will be divided advantage- 

ously into clubrooms. 

The basement will contain the central heating 

plant; coal storage, Janitor’s quarters, public 
toilets, etc. 

(B) Gymnasium Building. The main floor of this 
building will be the gymnasium proper en- 
tered only by passage through the Administra- 
tion Building (A). The floor area will be 
approximately 4,000 square feet and must af- 
ford direct exit onto the playgrounds. 

Separate private stairways must lead from this 

floor to the basement. The basement will be 
divided into two units containing locker rooms, 
showers, and toilets for boys and girls. 

(C) Auditorium Building. The main floor of this 
building will be used for lecture, cinema, the- 
atricals, etc., and will be approximately 4,000 
square feet, including the stage and two small 
dressing rooms.

A client wishes to erect on his country estate, a build- 
ing enclosing a tennis court; also certain dependencies 
in connection with it. 

There are two available sites ;—one on level ground 
and one on sloping ground. ‘The choice is at the dis- 
cretion of the designer. 

As the building is to be some distance from the resi- 
dence, it will be approached by a drive and forecourt 
which will provide for the parking of cars. The re- 
quirements are: 

a) A well lighted building enclosing a tennis court. 
(Standard tennis court is 36 by 78 feet and in 
addition 15 feet must be allowed for proper 
play on either side and 20 feet on the two ends). 

b) A squash racquet court (A squash racquet court 
is 18’ 6” by 32’ 6” which is the net size as the 
game is played on the floor and four walls.) 

c) A lounge or gallery for visitors and spectators. 

d) A kitchenette and tap room. 

e) An indoor swimming pool, pool size about 15 
by 35 feet. 

f) Dressing-rooms, showers and toilets for men 
and women. 

g) A boiler-room with living quarters over for 
caretaker and family.
